Almighty God, our heaven- 
ly Father, for that thou, of thy tender mercy, 
didst give thine only Son Jesus Christ to suffer 
death upon the Cross for our redemption; who made 
there (by his one oblation of himself once of- 
fered) a full, perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, 
oblation, and satisfaction, for the sins of the 
whole world; and did institute, and in his holy 
Gospel command us to continue, a perpetual 
memory of that his precious death and sacrifice, 
until his coming again:

in remembrance his blessed passion and precious death, 
his mighty resurrection and glorious ascension; render- 
ing unto thee most hearty thanks for the innumerable 
benefits procured unto us by the same.

And we most humbly beseech thee, O merciful Father, 
to hear us; and, of thy almighty goodness, vouchsafe 
to bless and sanctify, with thy Word and Holy Spirit, 
these thy gifts and creatures of bread and wine; that 
we, receiving them according to thy Son our Saviour 
Jesus Christ's holy institution, in remembrance of 
his death and passion, may be prtakers of his most 
blessed Body and Blood. 


And we earnestly desire thy fatherly goodness, merci- 
fully to accept this our sacrifice of praise and 
thanksgiving; most humbly beseeching thee to grant 
that, by the merits and death of thy Son Jesus Christ, 
and through faith in his blood, we, and all thy whole 
Church, may obtain remission of our sins, and all 
other benefits of his passion.

not worthy so much as to gather up the crumbs under 
thy Table. But thou art the same Lord, whose 
property is always to have mercy: Grant us there- 
fore, gracious Lord, so to eat the flesh of thy 
dear Son Jesus Christ, and to drink his blood, 

that our sinful bodies may be made clean by his 
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body, and our souls washed through his most 
precious blood, and that we may evermore dwell 
in him, and he in us.

THE COMMUNION OF THE CELEBRANT 


As the Celebrant prepares to receive Holy Com- 
munion, the bell is rung three times. This is 
the signal for the Faithful to approach the 
Altar to receive the Blessed Sacrament. 


THE COMMUNION OF THE PEOPLE 


After you have arrived at the Altar, join in 
this GENERAL CONFESSION: 


Almighty God, Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Maker of all things, Judge of all men; We 
acknowledge and bewail our manifold sins and 
wickedness, Which we, from time to time, most 
grievously have committed, By thought, word, 
and deed, Against thy Divine Majesty, Provoking 
most justly thy wrath and indignation against us. 
We do earnestly repent. And are heartily sorry 
| for these our misdoings; The remembrance of them 
is grievous unto us; The burden of them is toler- 
able, Have mercy upon us, Have mercy upon us, 
most merciful Father; For thy Son our Lord Jesus 
Christ's sake, Forgive us all that is past; And 
grant that we may ever hereafter Serve and please 
thee In newness of life, To the honor and glory 
of thy Name; Through Jesus Christ our Lord.

THE ABLUTIONS 


After the Holy Communion has been distributed 
to the People, the Celebrant returns to the 
Altar and cleanses the vessels. He washes the 
Cup with wine and then with wine and water. 


THE THANKSGIVING 


Having cleansed the vessels, the Celebrant Says 
this Prayer of Thanksgiving: 


Almighty and everliving God, we most heartily 
thank thee, for that thou dost vouchsafe to feed 
us who have duly received these holy mysteries, 
with the spiritual food of the most precious 
Body and Blood of thy Son our Saviour Jesus 
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Christ; and dost assure us thereby of thy favor 
and goodness towards us; and that we are very 
members incorporate in the mystical body of thy 
Son, which is the blessed company of all faithful 
people; and are also heirs through hope of thy 
everlasting kingdom, by the merits of his most 
previous death and passion. And we humbly beseech 
thee, O heavenly Father, so to assist us with thy 
grace, that we may continue in that holy fellow- 
ship, and do all such good works as thou hast 
prepared for us to walk in; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord, to whom, with thee and the Holy Ghest, 
be all honor and glory, world without end.

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TYPES OF CELEBRATIONS 
SOLEMN MASS - 


A Mass celebrated with 3 sacred ministers - 
Celebrant, Deacon, Sub-Deacon - and a Choir, 
using incense and a fuller ceremonial. 


HIGH MASS - 


A Mass celebrated by one Priest with a Choir. 
It is very much like a Low Mass, except that 
all parts are sung by the Celebrant and Choir 
and incense may be used. 


LOW MASS - A Mass celebrated by one Priest, in which 
everything is read. It is usual to have one 
Server at a Low Mass. 


REQUIEM MASS - 


. A Mass celebrated for the happy repose of the 
soul of one of the Faithful departed. Black 
vestments are used as well as unbleached candles. 
A Requiem Mass may be Solemn, Sung, or Low.
